No Meatess Days 


Apparently there is considerable 


pew food regulations, Many people 
are under the impression that they 
call for meatless days, that is days | 
ou which no flesh cf any kind may be| 
eaten. This is not the case. Beef and | 
bacon (including ham) are forbidden 
ou Tuesdays and Fridays, and in ad. 
dition may ouly be seryed at one meal 
on each of the other five duys of the| 
week. 

Also, at every meal at which white 
bread is served substitutes such as oat | 
cake, corn bread, ete., must be offered | 
restaurant patrons, so as to give the 
public an opportunity to be as spar- 
ing a possible in the use of wheaten 
fiour. 

Ivis clear, therefore, that it is an 
error to call Tuesday and Friday 
meatless days, when mutton, pork, | 
fowl, etc., may be served in pubiic 
evting houses, to say nothing of fish. 

It is doubtful if the regulation in| 
regard to the serving of substitutes | 
with white bread will work well in| 
practice, although this remains to be | 
seen; if it is necessary to conserve | 
sar supply of white flour it would | 
have been better to place it on the | 
forhidden jist for one meal each day, | 
and ask householders to follow the 
regulation voluatarily, In that way 
the public would have understood the | 
situation and accepted it without, 
As itis now they are not 
even asked to refrain from the use of 


it, and it is hardly likely that the re- 
cult will be any diminution in the 
consumption.

The High German Command—and 
I have heard this assertion thousands | 
of times from men of responsible mil 
itary rauk—is thoroughly confident 
that Germany can fight on for fifty 
years in a purely defensive wasfare 
agaiust the combined forces of the 
world, if necessary. Ths one weak 
link in the chain, the Balkan frontier, 
is now being strengthened, under the 
direction of German and Austrian en- 
gineers, with a view to making the 
entire frontier of the Central Eur- 
opean-Asia-Minor block im preg- 
nable.”’

Storing Ice 


Custoyn Has Been Practised for Many 
Centuries 

The storage of ice for summer use 
has been practised from the earlicst 
times. ‘Ihe Greeks, for instance, con- 
structed icehouses hundreds of years 
before the Christian era, and we 
know that Alexander the Great, when 
at Pera, in India, had large pits dug 
and filled in with snow, which

With- 
out the Duma’s consent, M. Stolypin, 
the premier at the time, provided for 
the abolition of commercial owner- 
ship of peasant land and the substi- 
tution of individual ownership, The 
sponsor for the repeal is the new 
Socialist minister of agriculture, M. 
Tchernoff. 

The minister has submitted to the 


council of ministers ten other bills 
on land reform, town as well as 
country. .One provided for the bet- 


ter aplication of science in the work 
of the ministry of agriculture; an- 
other establishes a department of ag- 
riculture, economy and policy; an- 
other regulates the exploitation of 
In principle the council ap- 
| proved these bills, It is intended to 
promulgate them speedily, leaving 
for the constituent assemblies deci- 
sion the basic question of the trans- 
fer of the lands of the nobility to the 
peasantry.

The Swagger Stick

gestive of effeminacy than of mascu- 
line swagger.

Mounts Into Many Millions 
> 


Gigantic Task Performed by Swiss 
Postal Authorities 


A huge charitable work is perform- 
ed by the Swiss postal authorities. 
‘Lhe little mountain republic allows 
free postage not only to létters, pack- 
apres, and money orders destined for 
prisoners of war, but also to all cor- 
cespondence addressed by the prison- 
ers and the interned civilians to their 
relatives and friends in some of the 
most thickly populated countries of 
Kurope. 

The mail matter which has thus 
been transmitted gratitously since the 
outbreak of the war mounts into 
many tnillions and statistics covering 


the period from September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, indicates that through 
the mediation of the Swiss federal 


post offices at Berne and Basle nearly 
250 million letters and postal cards 
and 13 million small parcels ave 
been taken over and reforwarded ¢ 
the countries at war. 

In the same period 48,335,153 par- 
cels, some weighing up to. eleven 


o 


pounds, were forwarded to prisoners 
of war’ of all countries. Up to the 
end of March, 1917, 4,186,660 pack- 


ages of Dread were sent by post from 
Switzerland to Germany, weighing a 
total of 7,785,438 kilos and other huge 
consignments of bread were forward- 
ed by rail. From September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, 6,681,003 money orders 
for prisoners of war were received 
and re-forwarded by the Swiss post 
amounting to a total of $93,679,749. 10,

Making Cloth From Cork 
French have perfected a pro- 
cess for manufacturing a cheap wat- 
erproof cloth from cork that is at 
onee warm and durable.

This 
chemical treatment is the essential 
part of the process, for it removes 
certain elements from the cork which 
wake it brittle.

Scarcity of Food Much Les 


Allies Cannot Hope to Conquer Ene- 
my by Starvation

just returned from an extensive trip 
through Germany and Austria,  go-

He says the searcity of 
food is much less than a short time

In Vienna the correspondent stood 
in crowds lined before the Market 
hall, the milk and butcher shops. 
Nowhere did he hear any one ex 
piess a desire for peace, lhey com- 
plained, rather seriously, about the 
lack of sugar, of soap, of the smatl 
bread ration.

The Wrong Flag 


Only the Union Jack Should Be, 
Flown on Land in Canada | 


If a flag is to be regarded merely! 
as a bit of bunting that may be used, 
along with any other bit of colored! 
cloth, for decorative purposes, no-! 
body need feel concerned as to the 
manner in which it-is used. But it} 
flags are to be, as they should be,! 
national symbols, there should be an! 
intelligent study of them so that they 
may ke used only in the proper way. 
here is need of such study in Cana-! 
de, Although frequent efforts have 
been made to instruct the public re- 
specting the proper flag to be shown 
in Canada there is still lamentable 
mnisunderstanding on the subject and 
a widespread use of the wrong flag. 
ven in quarters to which the gen- 
eral public might reasonably look for 
guidance, the mistake is made. A 
large number—prdbably a majority— 
of those who desire to show the flag 
are still under the erroneous impres- 
sion that the Canadian flag is the one 
commonly called the Red Ensign, a 
red flag having a small Union Jack in 
an upper corner and the Canadian 
Arms in the fy. On any public holi 
day, or any occasion on which a flag 
is displayed, this Red Ensign will be 
found more frequently than any oth- 
er flag. All who desire to use a flag, 
and all who like to see the National 
fag shown, should take the trouble 
to note that this use of the Red*En- 
sign on land is quite incorrect. The 
nearly similar Red Ensign without 
the Dominion Arms, is the authoriz- 
ed flag of the British Merchant Ma- 
rine. It is a sea flag, and cannot 
with propriety be flown on land, The 
same class of flag, with the Domin 
ion Arms in the Ay, is authorized as} 
that of the Canadian Merchant Ma-| 
rine, that is, of British vessels regis- 
tered in Canada. It too is.a sea flag 
only, and it cannot be properly flown 
on land. Wherever that flag is flown 
cn the staff of one of our buildings, 
or in one of our public places. its use 
is distinctly improper 

Many flag dealers, apparently, not 
understanding the flag question, have 
assumed that this red flag is the Na- 
tional flag of Canada, and have stock- 
cd up with it. They should be made 
to understand the mistake and tc 
avoid the repetition of it. The only 
flag that can properly be flown on 
Canadian soil as the National flag ot} 
Canada is the Union Jack. The Red! 
Ensign is the correct flag for a Can-|

Japan’s Shipping 
For American Steel 


Arrangements Under Way Wheteby; 
U. S. Will Secure Trans- | 
port Facilities 

“The Japanese government is mak- 
ing arrangements with the United 
States government whereby Japan| 
will get steel in exchange tor ships. j 
The first part of the agreement will 
be that the United States expedite 
shipments of steel for Japanese ship-| 
yards, and in return Japan will send 
about 50,000 tons of ships to carry 
United States troops and war mater- 
ial to Europe. 

“A further effort will be made by! 
Japanese ship builders to induce Gen, 
Goethals to order ships tor the emer- 
gency fleet from Japan. These ship 
owners say they can complete steel 
steamers and have them in commis- 
sion in four months tf they get the! 
steel. American producers have been 
quoting Japanese ship builders as 
high as 12 cents a pound for fabricat-| 
ed steel plates. Deliveries are slow 
and Japanese construction 15 held up| 
by shortage of plates. If the ship-| 
ping board places orders and rushes 
deliveries of steel, the plentiful sup- 
ply of cheap labor will enable Japan 
to build 10,000-ton steamers in a tew 
months at a price considerably below} 
the present market price.”

German Public Uneasy 


The crown council called by Em- 
peror William was held in Berlin, ac- 
cording to an Exchange Telegraph 
despatch from Amsterdam, but no 
announcement as to what took place 
at the gathering has been made. 

“The German public is very uneasy 
regarding the absence of news as to 
the decisions of the crown council 
which the emperor held,” says the 
despatch. “Only in times of greatest 
stress are such meetings held,” 

Other advices from the same 
source say that the mecting of the 
crown council lasted three hours, be- 
ing one of the longest on record 
since July, 1914, when Emperor Wil- 
liam signed the mobilization order 
that preceded the declaration of war. 
The ministers of both the empire and 
the kingdom were in atendance, to- 
gether with the members of the em- 
peror’s military and naval cabinet. 

It is believed, says the despatch, 
that one of the results of the council 
will be the intréduction of a franchise 
bill tor Prussia granting universal di- 
rect suffrage and the secret ballot.

_ Brazil’s navy has begun co-operat- 
ing with the American fleet in South 
American waters in hunting down

Greatly Exaggerated | 


Women Now Determined to Save the 
Fruit Crop 


s 

Last summer many women did not 
pat up their regular supply of home- 
made preserves; and bitterly they re- 
gretted it. They became scared at] 


what they called the high price of} 
sugar. When sugar reached 71-2 
cents a pound, they let the straw- 
berries and cherries go by. When 


sugar sold at 8 cents and 8 1-2 cents, 
they .permitted the luscious peaches, 
pears, plums and apples to rot on the 
ground. 

But never again, This summer will 
sce a genuine, old time revival in 
homemade preserving; because the 
women of Canada now realize what a 
foolish extravagance it was to do 
without preserves; especially when 
the increased cost of putting them up 
is infinitesimal. 

As a matter of fact, every woman 
can prove—with her first lot of 
styawberries, that the increased cost 
of sugar is surprisingly small. 

Turning back the files of papers 
publishing market prices, we find 
that in 1912, 1913 and’ 1914, up to 
the outbreak of war the = average 
price of granulated sugar was 51-2 
cents a pound, Today the best gran- 
ulated sugar retails at 81-2 cents. 
This is an average of 3 cents aj 
pound for the whole of the country, | 

A quart jar of preserved — berrics 
or fruit, requires but half a pound} 
of sugar; so that the increased cost 
of preserving, due to the increased! 
cost of sugar, is only 11-2 cénis a] 
quart, compared with the cost ot} 
preserving beiore the war when 
sugar was unusually cheap. 

Now is the‘time for the women ofj| 
Canada to come gallantly to the aid} 
of the country,‘and help to conserve} 
our food supplies. The fruit crop 
this year promises to be a record 
one, both in quality and quantity. 
Foreign markets being closed  be- 
cause of the shortage in transporta- 
tion, it rests almost entirely with our 
homemakers as to whether this crop 
worth snillions is to be a source of 
profit or a complete loss. 

With the home pantries filled 
with delicious jams, preserves and 
jellies; with these delicacies served 
for dessert instead of pies and 
cakes enormous quantities of wheat 
will be released for the troops in 
France and for the starving children 
in Belgium. 

A careful consideration of _ the 
above facts will show to the Cana- 
dian housewife that sugar is: not too 
high for preserving profitably; Ahat 
the increased cost of sugar has not 
materially increased the cost of 
homemade preserves; and that pre- 
serving is both an economy and a 
patriotic action. 


Canada’s Trade Still Going Up

ed to $194,404,188 and exports $214,-
